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DETAILED ACTION 

The remarks filed on 23 November 2004 have been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schug (US 4,959,587). 

Regarding claim 8, Schug ('587) teaches in figure 1 a double-ended arc 
discharge tube that, during manufacture, has a sealed electrode (32) and an open 
capillary channel (no number) at each end of the arc discharge tube. 

Regarding claim 9, Schug ('587) teaches each end of the arc discharge tube has 
two of the capillary channels. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wyner et al. (US 5,343,1 17). 

Regarding claim 8, Wyner ('117) teaches in figures 1 , 2, and 4 a double-ended 
arc discharge tube that, during manufacture, has a sealed electrode (26) and an open 
capillary channel (40, 42) at each end of the arc discharge tube. 
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Regarding claim 9, Schug ('587) teaches each end of the arc discharge tube has 
two of the capillary channels. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 23 November 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant appears to be claiming an intermediate product, and not the final 
structure, of a discharge lamp. From this interpretation, the Examiner respectively 
disagrees with the Applicant that neither the Schug ('587) or Wyner ('117) references 
anticipate claims 8 and 9. 

At some point during the manufacturing process both Schug and Wyner a 
double-ended arc discharge tube having a sealed electrode and an open capillary 
channel.
